R. Jos£PH Aus was deſcended from an antient family * 
in Norfolk, where they are to be traced as far back as 
the middle of the 16th century. His great grand- father Jon 
Ames was born in the pariſh of St. Peter, in the city of Norwich, 
March 3, 1576, being ſon of LANCELOT, alſo of Norwich. But of 
theſe we find little more than that they lived and died in that city. 
The ſon of John Ames was Jos Eyn, born at North or Great 
Yarmouth, March 5, 1619, | He was brought up in the navy 
from his youth, commanded: ſeveral ſhips of war, and was in 
various engagements, particularly in the Dutch war in tlie time 
of the Commonwealth. His ſervices, were rewarded by the 
Parliament with a preſent of a gold medal, executed by that 
celebrated artiſt, Thomas SY mons. It is oval, exhibiting on one 
fide two fleets engaged; and over them this inſcription, which

is the time when it was publiſhed. It muft have been before the year 
1471; for if we may credit Stow, and other more ancient hiſtorians, Caxton 
returned that year to England: nay, it muſt have been before 1470, for he 
was then employed by the Ducheſs of —_—_— in tranſlating and print- 
ing this book, which he did not accompliſh till the next year. The 
only light to be obtained in order to determine this inquiry ſeems to be 
contained in the prefatory title, which I will tranſcribe at length.“

Le Fevre is here ſpoken of as Chaplain to Philip D. of Burgundy : 
and it is mentioned in fuch a manner as to ſignify the Duke was then 
living. But in the tranſlation, printed at the requeſt of Lady Margaret the 
Ducheſs, ſome few years after, there 1s a material difference : Le Fevre is 
not ſtiled here, as he was before in the French, “ Chappellain de mon tres 

redoubte ſeigneur Monſeigneur Philippe le Duc,“ &c. but preeſt and ehappel- 
layn unto 2 right noble Prince in h time Philippe D. of B-— ; Phili 
therefore was not then alive. Now Philip died in 1467, ſo that this boo 
was printed before that time; but after the year 1464, ſpecified in the 
title b. Thus much is remarkable in the date, that it is the very year 
when Caxton was at the Duke of Burgundy's court, and had particular ac- 
ceſs to him, on account of a negociation he was carrying on by order of 
the king his maſter. Caxton had refided many years in Brabant and other 
places as a merchant, and all that time was particularly attentive to get 
ſome infight into the new- invented art of printing. In the year 1464, he 
was inſtructed by King Edward tv. to affiſt Richard Whetehill in carrying 
on a treaty with the Duke of Burgundy. In which commiſfion he was em- 

owered to act as ambaſſador and plenipotentiary; which ſhews the efteem 
ho was in. As Le Fevre's hiſtory was juſt come out, the Duke might poſ- 
ſibly make it his requeſt to Caxton to print it; the author being his chap- 
lain, and the work in thoſe days of no ſmall repute; ſuch a requeſt fx 
years afterwards we know was made by Lady Margaret, wife to the ſuc- 
ceeding Duke, and fiſter to King Edward. She directed Caxton to tranſ- 
late the ſame hiſtory, which he 1 and printed in 1471 at Cologn. 

& Another circumſtance to favour this opinion is this, that it is about 
the time when we may imagine Caxton had obtained the knowledge of that 
art he had been long in ſearch of.

the great inyentor, were diſperſed abroad, I make no doubt but Cax- 
ton, who was at no great diftance from Mentz, took this opportunity 
of making himſelf'a maſter of the myſtery, which he had been at aidel 
trouble and expence to obtain. This I imagine he effected by taking 
into pay ſome of Fuſt's' ſervants, and ſettling them for a time at 
Cologn. Of this number probably were. Pinſon and Rood, Mecklin, 
Lettou, and Winkin de Worde. With the help of ſome of theſe he 
printed the book we have been treating of, Bartholomeus de Prop. Rerum 
and the tranſlation of the Recueil; and probably many other books, 
which being either in French or Latin, were not vendable in our coun- 
try, and conſequently no copies are extent here. Of all the books he 
printed in England I do not remember above one in a foreign language. 
« Of the three books above mentioned I muſt obſerve, that the Recueil is 
never mentioned by any one except Mr. J. Ames, whoſe property it was: 
perhaps there is no other copy extant. 'There is likewiſe no copy extant 
of Barth. de Prop. Rerum: we ſhould not have known that it was printed 
by Caxton, and at Cologn, had not his grateful ſervant W. de Worde 
mentioned it in a colophon to a tranſlation of his own publiſhing x. Even 
of the tranſlation of the Recueil there are very few copies left; and 1 
believe hardly one of them perfect. | 
In the prologue to the — of the World, Caxton tells us, it was 
tranſlated from the Latin by the Duke of Berry, 1245, - and engroſſed and 
at all points ordeyned by chapiters and figures in French at Bruges, the 
year 1464.

There are two editions of this book printed by Caxton : one in type 
Ne. II. of the ſpecimen, which has ſpaces only for capital initials, and con- 
tains 100 leaves, or to fignature-n 4, in octaves, was in the poſſeſſion of 
the late Mr. Ames, and is now in the royal library. The other in type No. V. 
which has printed initials ; contains only 84 leaves, or ſignatures 18 ; 
conchudes with! Caxton me fieri fecit ;” and has his cypher, as in page 11. 
at the end, on a ſeparate leaf. Mr. Lewis ſeems to have known only of 
this edition; and to have been miſtaken in affirming it was printed in 
1480. &c. Neither edition has informed us when it was printed. The date 
here mentioned is the fame in both, and declares only the time of begin- 
ning and ending the tranſlation. That without initials doubtleſs was printed 
firſt, and probably ſoon after the tranſlation was finiſhed. The other with 
initials, perhaps, not till the former edition was diſpoſed of. It would 
otherwiſe be very difficult to account for the printing two editions at the 


ſame time ſo nearly alike, as that very little, if any, difference could be 


made in the price. I find no book with its date when printed, that has 
capital initials earlier than A. D. 1484. The latter edition, from which 
the foregoing extracts were taken, is in the poſſeſſion of Dr. Gifford and 
myſelf. Both of them have cuts and figures indented with the work; and 
the leaves not numbered of either. They were both in the poſſeſſion of 
the late John Ratcliffe, Eſq. 1 57 400 FEISTY 
When Caxton firſt uſed-his cypher cannot, perhaps, at this day be rea- 
dily determined. Mr. Lewis, preſuming this latter edition to have been 
printed in 1480, and that this was the firſt'time of his uſing it, concludes

Caxton does not mentiouuhöb was the iraill@or of the book deScnefture; into 
Engliſh. Leland conjectures it to have been tranſlated by Tiptoſt, as well as 
the annexed treatiſes; but we gather from Mr. Anſtis's regiſter of the order of 
the garter, that it was done by one Wyllyam de Wyrceſtre, alias Botaner, 
and preſented by him to Wyllyam Weynflate Biſhop of Wincheſter. This 
Wyllyam Wyrceſtre was an antiquary and phyfician, and perhaps on that 
account had the name of Botaner or herbaliſt; alſo an aſtronomer of great 
abilities for the age he lived in. He was born in the city of Briſtol, in the 
year 1415, and“ ſometyme ſeruaunte and ſoget withe his reuerent maſ- 
ter John Faſtolf chevalier and exerciſed in the werres above 44 yeres.“ 
and in fo great favour with Sir John, that he left him one of the executors 
of his laſt will. He wrote a particular treatiſe of Sir John's life, but 
whether in Latin or Engliſh is uncertain. However, this Engliſh tranſla- 
tion, by whomſoever made, is not from the original Latin, but as Mr. Cax- 
ton has acquainted us, from the French. See Lewis, p. 33, 4.

was tranſlated by Treviſa, and finiſhed 26 Feb. 1398, the year of Lord Berk- 
ley's age, xlvij. So that the true reading, or time when Treviſa finiſhed 
the tranſlation of the Polycronycon will be according to the Cottonian MS.

As no edition in Engliſh prior to W. de Worde's has come to our know- 
ledge, i am inclined to think with him, that it was printed in Latin, and at 
Cologne; for i cannot ſuppoſe with Mr. Lewis, that he could be deceived 
by the Latin title. And there is great probability that it was either the 
edition 1470, printed at Cologne by Jo. Koelholt, or that in Bennet Coll. 
library, Cambridge; but, not having ſeen either, cannot determine. How- 
ever, do not conceive of Caxton's concern in it any other than pecuniary, 
or what he might practice on occaſionally.

A copy of the firſt edition 1s now in the King's library, and has this 
MS. anecdote annexed ; *©* This firſt edition of Chaucer, printed by Cax- 
ton, is the only perfect one known in England a. The Earls of Pembroke 
and Oxford told me, after the utmoſt inquiry, that they never could ſee 
one. Some fragments are in the hands of Sir Peter Thompſon, late Mr. 
Ames's, Mr. Ratcliff, and at St. John's Coll. Oxford; but united will not 
make a perfect copy. J. Weſt.” I make no doubt but that this copy had 
been accordingly collated, and the work found perfect; for as it has no 
catchwords, ſignatures, or numbers to the leaves, its being perfect or not

I do not find any MS. or printed copy giving the author's name. Mr. Ames 
indeed has inſerted an edition as printed by W. de Worde, in 1500, and 
aſcribed it to Ste. Hawes as the author; but as that part is printed in 
Italic, it may be queſtioned whether it appears on the face of the book. 


If it does not, then Hawes's own evidence muſt decide in favour of Lyd- 


gate, notwithſtanding what Bale, and Pits after him, have wrote to the 
- contrary. They muſt be allowed to have taken many things upon «truſt. 
Mr. Warton lays the ſtreſs of the argument for Hawes on the circumſtance 
of the book being printed with his name, in his own lifetime, which, if a 
fact, would be of great force; but then, why is not the author's name con- 
tinued in the ſubſequent edition by Berthelet ©? A copy of this book is in 
the hands of George Maſon, Efq; who favoured me with the loan of it,

the Temple of glas;” and at the end has Caxton's ſmall white-grounded 
device, without date or name of either author or printer. The type is 
not uſed to any book with Caxton's name ; the cypher is ſometimes found 
with W. de Worde's, but then there generally is added © in Caxton's 
houfe.” This ſeems to have occafioned a kind -of duplicity of this book. 
Dr. Middleton finding no name to it, rationally attributes it to Caxton, 
having his device. Mr. Ames, perhaps not having ſeen this Cambridge 
collection, takes for granted that the contents were all printed by Caxton, 
as aſſerted bythe Doctor, and not gainſaid by Mr. Lewis; and meeting him- 
ſelf with the book fingly, concludes it by the type to be W. de Worde's, as 
he has done by the Life of St. Jerome, alike circumſtanced. 

Concerning the roth article, the reader will be pleaſed to ſee Mr. Tyr- 
whit's account of it in his edition of the Canterbury Tales v. 
The 11th article ſeems to me to include two different books, inſtead 
of being the ſynonymous titles of one. The Good Counceyl of Chaucer, 
in all the collections of his works has no connection with the book of Cur- 
teſye. Mr. T. Thomas, in his preface to Urry, mentions among other

As there have been ſo many editions of this book with Caxton's type, be- 
ſides others printed by Julian Notary, and W. de Worde, it has been thought 
that they were uſed in churches; but in what manner is not mentioned, 
whether read by the prieſt, by way of a ſermon on the ſeveral ſaint days 
and holydays, or only placed in ſome convenient part of the church, as Foxe's 
book of Martyrs was at the beginning of the reformation. This opinion 
might probably be L on Mr. Caxton's bequeſt of xiij copies of this 
book to the pariſh of St. Margaret, Weſtminſter, according to the pariſh ** ac- 
compte of receipts for the year 1497.” However, there appears no appoint- 
ment for the uſe of them by any eccleſiaſtical authority; on the contrary,

duced from the number printed, is, that it ſhews the taſte of reading in thoſe 
days, and the people's over weening zeal for the ſaints, founded on the arti- 
ficial relations of pretended miracles, which gained credit the eafier from 
a natural admiration of the marvellous, and the ignorance in which the laity 
were kept by the implicit credence they were obliged to allow the prieſts.

there is nothing to confute its being printed by Mr. Caxton ; but in the 
preface to the latter piece, we find that this © treatyſe (of loue) was tran- 
ſlated out of Frenche into Englyſhe the yere of our Lord M ccecLxxxx111. by 
a perſone that is vnperfight in ſuche werke” This muſt entirely refute the 
opinion of its being either printed, or even tranſlated by Caxton ; fince it 
could not with propriety be ſaid thus of him, who had tranſlated ſo many 
books before from the French ; and- likewiſe, as by the date, it muſt have 
been done after his death, if he died in 1491, as ſeems to be confirmed, 


more eſpecially, by the account of the church wardens of St. Margaret's,

alſo a paper in Mr. Ames's hand writing, pre- 
frxed to the late Mr. Weſt's copy of the Ty- 
pographical Hiſtory, wherein he writes con- 
cerning Caxton, I can prove he died A. D.

This treatiſe is divided, according to the table with which it begins, 
into xix. chapters; the firſt of which is entitled “ The lyf of faint ierome 
as it is take of legeda aurea”; but it is rather an abridgment than a tranſ< 
lation of Ja. de Voragine. The ſeconde is of his vt alſo as ſaynt auſtin 
wryteth in hys pyſtill” _ The reſt treateth chiefly of viſions, miracles, &c. 
It has printed initials and ſignatures, but neither numbers to the leaves, or 
catch words. The table begins on A i, without even a head title; and, 
as this ſignature has 8 leaves, it may be ſuppoſed that it had no title-page. 
It contains D 5, with Caxton's ſmall white grounded mark, like that in 
the copper-plate, at the bottom of the laſt page. No doubt it had ano- 
ther leaf, but whether blank or not, i cannot ſay, as my copy is without 
any; and i know of no other. So that there appears neither printer's name, 
or date. The only objection to its not being performed by Caxton is the 
type, of which we have no ſpecimen with his name. The ſmall letters 
are very much like, if not the very ſame as the «© Introductorium lingue 
latine;” both the fize of Ne. IIII. of the ſpecimen; but the initials are 
different, theſe being the faſhion of No. VI. ſhewing white in the midſt of 
the ſtrokes, but of a ſmaller ſize; whereas thoſe of the Introductiorum are 
totally black. It is true, a type very like it is found in the © Conſtitutio- 


nes provinciales per Lyndewode,” in 1496. with W. de Worde's name, and 


the ſame mark of Caxton. But it is to be obſerved, that this cypher is 
alſo at the end of the Conſtitutiones without either name or date, and 
afterwards follows a table of contents, at the end of which, on à ſeperate 
leaf, is W. de Worde's colophon, and the ſaid mark at the back of that 
leaf; ſo that in ſuch copies as want this table, the book will be in the ſame 
predicament with this of St. Jerom. I am by no means for depriving Mr. 
Caxton of any of thoſe pieces, which have even his cypher only, untill 


they clearly appear to be another's right. This induces me to make ſome 


further remarks, in this place, upon

WIT BOOKS PRINTED IN CAXTON'S HOUSE. | 
I mean ſuch as were printed there after his death. Whether thoſe with 
his cypher only may be included in the number is rather doubtful; as, pro- 
bably, ſome of them at leaſt, might be printed in his lifetime. Thoſe 
expreſly mentioning this circumſtance, W. de Worde's name to them or 
not, muſt be acknowledged to be of his operation. However, it may be 
queried whether ſuch as were in hand at the time of Mr. Caxton's death 
might not be finiſhed for the account of his executors : and if ſo, how 
they were diſtinguiſhed ; whether by having Caxton's cypher only ; or, if 
thoſe were printed in his lifetime, as before hinted, - by mentioning parti- 

cularly their being printed in his houſe. 1 
It is evident from one, of the pariſh books of St. Margaret, Weſtminſter, 


7 concerning things relating to the Abbey, that Mr. Caxton appointed exe- 


cutors, u and conſequently made a will: who they were we are yet to 
learn. They ſeem, however, to have carried on buſineſs, at leaſt fo far as 
related to the diſpofing of the ſtock of books remaining at his death, un- 
till the year 1504. When, probably, to cloſe their account, they gave 
the four books, mentioned in the note® below, to the pariſh aforeſaid; and 
to which Mr. Caxton had bequeathed xiij. copies of his Golden Legend: 
but it is obſervable that they were not brought to account untill 1497.

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By the church-wardens account, and Mr. Lewis's obſervation thereupon ®, 
it appears that Mr. Caxton died between June, 1491, and June, 1492. Pro- 
bably near the beginning of this account, as Mr. Ames has limited the time 
to 1491. . 

Mr. Lewis thinks, that as no mention is made of Caxton's children, he 
very probably lived and died a fingle man: but the inference is far from 
being conclufive. Palmer's continuator ſays of R. Pynſon?, *© He was ſon- 
in-law to Caxton ;” but as he gives no authority for it, we can afford him 
but little credit on his ipſe dixit, as he is noted for his fiction of Formoſa. 
It is much to be regretted that Mr. Caxton's will cannot be found, as it 
not only would clear up this point, but very likely throw much light on 


his affairs, &c. Mr. Ames informs us he had fought for it in vain. Ac- 


cording to preſent appearances it may be ſuppoſed, in ſuch a caſe, that 


Pynſon would have ſucceeded Caxton in his houſe, &c. rather than W. de 


Worde ; unleſs he had married his daughter without his conſent, or ſome- 
how egregiouſly offended him. | ES EIS 

This leads me to obſerve further, that as Palmer, or rather his continua- 
tor aforementioned; known by the name of Geo. Pſalmanaazaar, who pro- 
feſſedly wrote that part of the General Hiſtory which relates to Engliſh print- 
ing and printers, has mentioned ſeveral books as printed by Caxton, which 
hy not yet been met with, it may not be improper to take ſome notice of 
them. 

I am inclined to believe that they were either entered by miſtake, or 
chiefly taken from catalogues, careleſly compiled with regard to the dates, 
and ſometimes meeting with an uncommon book, imperfect, a new title has 
been coined from the ſubject matter of it. Such probably might be the 
caſe with the book of Homilies, from the Doctrinal of Sapience; Directions 
for keeping the Feaſts, &c. from Liber Feſtivalis ; the Lives of the Saints, 
from the Golden Legend; Hilton's Scale of Perfection, 1484, from that 
printed by W. de Worde, . ccc. LXxxxIV. An ignorant careleſs perſon, 
not accuſtomed to dates printed in that manner, might eaſily run into ſuch a 
miſtake. - The ſame ſeems to be the caſe with reſpect to his Vita Patrum; 
or perhaps the compiler might jump to a concluſion that the original was 


erroneous, and therefore would correct it. Thus it ſeems to have been

The book of Jaſon; 1492, was not printed by-Caxton (his edition has no 


date) but by Gerrard Leeu, at Antwerp. Indeed all the books aſcribed 
to Caxton as the printer after 1491, the year in which he died, muſt be 


erroneous. The date of his 2d edition of Confeſſio Amantis has been ac- 


counted for already in page 46. The Vita Patrum, or Vitas Patrum, as the 
title has it, was printed by W. de Worde, as himſelf expreflly declares. 
The Recueil of the Hiſtory of Troy, per Caxton, 1 502, which he ſays was 
communicated to him by ſome learned antiquary, was doubtleſs tranſlated 


by him, but he could not be the printer of it. W. de Worde printed an 


edition 1503 } but he was then removed to Fleet- Street, and printed in his 


own name, &c. 


As to the editions without date, he had met with five, and added the 
reſt upon the authority of Maunfell, and other authors : it were- to be 
wiſhed he had given their names alſo. The life of S. Winifred is the only 


one of them mentioned by Maunſell. The rule of the monks of S. Bennet 


is included in A boke compoſed of dyuerſe ghoſtly maters. St. Auſtin rai- 
fing two dead perſons, ſeems to be a tranflation of a MS. in the Cottonian 
library with this title; **Narratio mirabilis de ſententia excommunicationis, 
B. Auguſtini Anglorum apoſtoli, et qualiter reſuſcitavit duos mortuos 4.” 
Mr. Lewis imagined this to be the ſame book ſaid to have been printed 
in the abbey of St. Auſtin, near Canterbury, about 152 5, 4. and tranflated 
by John Lydgate, monk of Bury”. Maunſell mentions no date. This in- 
credible ſtory from John of Tinmouth's Hiſt. Aurea, is told in the Golden 


Legend, under the life of St. Auſtin; in Selden's Hiftory of Tithes*, Dug- 


dale's Warwickſhire -; and in Bp. Kennet's Parochial Antiquities z but 
with ſome variation between thern®. The Fruit of Times was certainly 
never compiled by Caxton, as afferted ; and i do not find he ever printed 
it, but only the Chronicles of England*. The book of Arts and Sciences 
has not yet been met with, unlefs that means the Arte and Crafte to 

learne well to Deye. The book De Fide et Cantu Famule fue is included 
in the Werk of Sapictice?. Laſtly, the Spouſage of a Virgin to Chriſt is 
mentioned by Mr. Warten“ as one of Bp. Alcock's pieces, and printed in 
1486, 4. which ſhould have been entered in its place had i abferved the 
account of it in time.

H E famous printer, was a foreigner, born in the dukedom of Lor- 

rain, as appears by the patent-roll in the chapel of the Rolls“. 
Our firſt printer, Caxton, when reſident abroad, might probably meet 
with him there, and engage him to come ovet to England for a ſervant 
or aſſiſtant, like as John Fauſt at Mentz had his lad, or ſervant, Peter 
Scheoffer, whom they choſe for their ingenuity and promiſing parts; and 
their after works ſhew they were not miſtaken in their choice. However 
this be, he continued in ſome capacity with Caxton till his death, 1491 ; 
and printed at his houſe in Weſtminſter afterwards*. 

Whether he was married or no, or had relations that came over with 
him, does not appear by his will; yet we find, in the church-wardens 
accounts-for St. Margaret's Weſtminſter, an entry made in the year 1498.

 occafionally fell into the company and acquaintance of the learned and

VIII. as he ſtyles himſelf 
in 1509 ; which is the firſt year of thus deſcribing himſelf. 

After the death of Mr. Caxton, he printed in his houſe as aforeſaid ;

added “ ibid,” which muſt refer to Weſtminſter preceding; and he does 
not mention any book printed by him at the Sun in Fleet-Street before

in 1502. We do not find any fign mentioned by him while at Weſtmin- 
ſter. It has been ſuppoſed that Caxton's cypher might have been exhi-

Mr. Ames ſeems to have thought that he printed“ The Statutes—xii. 
of Hen. VII.” 1497, in Fleet-Street, by putting that date in his margin ; 
and as he ſuppoſed them to have been printed the ſame year they were 
enacted, it was but rational to add, probably he kept both houſes for ſome 
time; becauſe he has given inſtances of books printed every year fince 
that time at Weſtminſter, to the year 1500, but not one beſides thoſe 
Statutes to have been printed in Fleet-Street, until 1503. I make no 
doubt but that the Statutes have, from the time of their being firft printed, 
been committed to the preſs ſoon after the ſeſſion has ws + but it is 
well known they have been again and again reprinted, It is far from 
ing improbable but that this may have been the caſe with the book in 
ion. Neither of thoſe ſuppoſed to have been printed in 1491, or 
1497, have any date or time when printed; why then may not the latter 
be more reaſonably ſuppoſed to be a ſecond edition at leaſt, fince every 
circumſtance coincides to evince that W. de Worde did not remove to 
Fleet-Street until 1502, where he continued to the time of his death? 

His ſkill in the art of printing is much to be admired ; for although 
he was the immediate ſucceſſor of Caxton, yet he improved the art to a 


very great degree of perfection; cutting a new ſet of punches, which he 


ſunk into matrices, and caſt the ſeveral ſorts of printing letter which he 
made uſe of himſelf, and ſome of them have been in uſe to this day, 
being caſt ſo true, and ſtanding fo well in line, as not to be excelled by any: 


and of theſe he had alſo a larger variety of ſorts and fizes than his prede- 


ceſſor. It has been aſſerted that he firſt introduced the Roman letter into

England ; but this is not clear. The proof thereof at preſent appears in 


favour of Pynſon, who uſed it in 1518; whereas i have not met with any 
book of De Worde's with a date, having any Rom. let. before 1523. The 
Ortus vocabulorum, and the Fabulz ÆEſopi of 1516, in the titles of which 
Mr. Ames has introduced the diphthong character, and thereby given room 
to conjecture that they were printed in Rom. let. i have not ſeen; neither 
do i think Mr. Ames ever ſaw them, or he would certainly have taken 
notice of ſuch a remarkable cireumſtance. They appear evidently to have 
been taken from the General Hift. of Printing, in which ſuch diſtinctions 
are not regarded. 

. He fell in with the cuſtom of the time in uſing abbreviations, even in his 


ſmalleſt letters, but they were not, however, near ſo numerous as were then uſed 


abroad, and had been more ſo inthe infancy of printing. Upon the whole, he 
was a curious and indefatigable printer; for Len. the liſt of his works, 
which we are enabled to give, exceeds any hitherto given, yet as we meet 
with ſome conſiderable chaſms, during which time we have no ſufficient 
reaſon to think him idle, we muſt ſuppoſe many books of his printing are 
either loſt, or aſleep in ſuch libraries as have been of long ſtanding; but the 
former is moſt likely to be the caſe. „ 6 
The General Hiſtory of Printing, p. 243, informs us that he was a per- 
ſon of great accompliſhments in learning as well as ſtrictneſs of morals ; 


but Sir Henry Saville grves a very diſparaging character of him in his 


notes upon Tacitus, p. 22 5. 
Mr. Ames rightly ſays, he was a ſtationer by company, as ſeveral 
other printers were, fince in his will he writes himſelf citizen and ſtationer 
of London; but then he appears alſo to have been of the leatherſeller's 
company, by the following note of Mr. Lockyer their cler: Anno 
200 Henrici octavi. The names of thoſe who were out of the livery. 
Wynkyn de Wordt, 1jd per quarter.” Although we do not find the ſta- 
tioners had any charter before that of Phil. and Mary, 1556; yet they 
appear to have been a company by this particular circumſtance, eſpecially 
entered in their book A. in an account of monies received and paid 
by John Cawood, and Henry Cooke, from the gth of Dec. 1554, to

Suppoſing him to have been but 15 years of age in the year 1471, when 
Caxton printed his Recueyl of the hiſtory of Troye, he muſt have been 78 
years old when he made his will, which may be ſeen in the prerogative 
office, Hogan 22, dated the 5th of June, 1534; and was proved the 19th 
of January following. 5

Indeed the 
whole has generally been imputed to her, more eſpecially the treatiſe on 
Fiſhing, which 1 do not find to have been ever printed in the St. Alban's 
edition of theſe treatiſes, in 1486; but i have a MS. of it as ancient as 


borrow from that author's treatiſe De Jnfignium Coloribus ; but i do not 
find it to have been printed in Latin before 1654; or that he ever wrote 
on the other ſubjects of this book.

Here are ſeven different topics, or meditations, divided according to the ſe- 
ven days of the week ; confiſting of brief ſentences, becauſe the life of man 
is ſhort; drawn out of the Scriptures, moral philoſophers, fathers, and doc- 
tors of the church, all in Latin; and, that it may appear more authentic, 
the author's name is quoted to each ſentence. | 

Then follows a paraphraſtical tranſlation thereof, or a kind of concord- 
ance in Engliſh verſe. Every meditation has a wood-print prefixed to it, 
adapted to the ſubject. The firſt, for Monday, ſets forth the vanity of 
this wretched world. The figure, as deſcribed in the table of contents, 


is a globe in the ſea; betokening continual peril and trouble ; but to the :

I have not ſeen W. de Worde's edition, nor know any one that has;

Perhaps W. de Worde's own colophon might throw ſome light on this 
affair, He was a copious printer; but as there appears no account of his 
tranſlating any other than the two books mentioned in this prologue, and 
thoſe not amply authenticated; and as the latter part eſpecially of the 
prologue is ſo much in the ſtyle and manner Caxton, who was a profeſſed 
tranſlator from the French, i hope to be excuſed for with-holding my 
aſſent to the abovementioned aſſertion until we have clearer evidence for it.

When, or by whom linnen paper was invented is not certainly known, 
but appears to have been introduced into Europe about the beginning of 
the 14th century. As to the time of being made in England, this by John 
Tate was queſtionleſs the firſt; but appears to have been totally unknown 
to thoſe who have heretofore wrote on this ſubject, ſeeing they mention a 
mill erected at Dartford ſo eatly as 1588, as probably the firſt; for proof 
of which they quote the verſesby Tho. Churchyard, annexed to a proſe 
treatiſe, entitled A ſparke of friendſhip,” and dedicated to Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, printed in 4to. 1588. But even this mill muſt have been of greater 
antiquity, as this tract had been printed before in 1558. One John Spil- 
man a German, and jeweller to, queen Elizabeth had a patent for this. 

We learn from a treatiſe by W. Vallance, entitled A tale of the two 
ſwannes,” printed by Roger Ward in 4to. 1590. that © In the timeof Hen- 
ry the eight, viz. 1507, there was a paper-mill at Hartford, and belonged 
to John Tate, whoſe father was mayor of London.” The author, or his 
copier has been miſtaken in this chronology, as Hen.v111. did not reign till 
1509; the date however certifies that this mill at ſuch a time was ſtand- 
ing there: alſo in afferting that the father of this John Tate was mayor 
of London. There was one Sir John Tate, the ſon of John Tate born in 
the city of London, who was Lord Mayor in the year 1473, and poſſibly 
might be father of the paper maker; and, who dying in 1514, was buried 
in the college of St. Anthony, near the place where the French church 
now ſtands in Threadneedle- ſtreet. But the verſes ſtyling the paper ma- 
ker © John Tate the younger” induces me to believe him to be the ſame 
John Tate the younger mentioned by Stowe © as Lord mayor in 1496, and 
he was the ſon of Thomas Tate of Coventry, and younger brother of Sir 
Robert Tate, who had ſerved the ſame office in 1488. 
This ſaid John Tate the younger with the recorder and 
both the ſheriffs were knighted for theit ſervice againſt / 
the rebels at Black Heath. Theſe- verſes affure us 
that the paper of this book was made by him; and

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Tt is not certain how long this mill at Hartford continued in this occu- 
pation; probably not after the death of Mr. Tate, who died in the year 
1514, and was buried in the college of St. Anthony in Threadneedle- 
ſtreet. | 8 ; 

I have been informed that this mill was where Seel or Seal mill is now, 
at the end of Hartford town, towards Stevenage ; and that an adjoining 
meadow is ſtill called Paper-mill mead. | 

This Seel mill, ſo denominated from the adjoining hamlet, was erected 
in the year 1700, and is noted for being the firſt that made the fineſt flour, 
known. by the name of Hartfordſhire white. It ſtands upon the river 
Bean, in the middle of three acres of meadow land, called Paper-mill 
mead, ſo denominated in the charter of K. Charles I. to the town of 
Hartford for the fiſhery of a certain part of that river. Hence perhaps 
ſome have thought it was at Stevenage, but there is no water for a mill at, 
or even near that place. We find mention made of a paper-mill at Fen- 
Ditton, near Cambridge, in the year 1562. Upon the whole, as this 
book, in many reſpects, is ſo. much like the Vitas patrum, printed in 
1495, it is very probable that the laſt leaf, like that, was a repetition of the 
title page with ſome cut, or device, without any letter preſs. And as the 
firſt ſignature has four leaves, and no appearance of any deficiency, although 
it begins with fignature A ij. i am, inclined to believe that the title was 
printed on a ſingle leaf, and that the laſt leaf was ſomewhat like it, hav- 
mg, perhaps, Caxton's cypher, on one fide, and the title repeated at the back 
thereof. i ſhould have been very glad to have had an opportunity of 
comparing this with the edition 1494 & 1498, and noting their difference, 
but i know not where to find them, :

Probably theſe initials indicare William Horman, who, as the Oxford 
antiquary informs us, was the moſt general ſcholar of his time ; and in 
the year 1485 was ſchoolmaſter and fellow of Eaton College, and at length 
Vice-provoſt of the fame He died 12. April, 1535. in a pretty advanced 
age, as he was made a perpetual fellow of New Coll. Ox. in 1477. Mr. 
Wood indeed does not mention this among his works; but he tells us 
that he only gives an account of ſome of them: another reaſon why it 
might be omitted by him is, becauſe no intimation is given in either the 
title page or colophon, of any author, and even in this page his name is

| Who this Cay was, as we have not his chriſtian name, is not ſo eaſy to 
gueſs. John Kay, who tiles himſelf poet laureat to K. Edw. iv. and 
tranſlated The ſiege of Rhodes,” ſtands faireſt 'in appearance to be the 
perſon ; but he ſeems to be ſo little known that he has eſcaped the notice 
of all our biographical collectors; and therefore we have no other foun- 
dation to build our conjecture upon, than his being profeſſedly a poet, 
and might poſſibly be living at this time.

The original in French was compiled in 1497 ;* at leaſt the kalendar, 
and aſtronomical tables are calculated for that year. I have an Engliſh 


tranſlation printed at Paris in 1503, which ſeems to be the corrupt one 


here alluded to, and which indeed is fcarce intelligible from the awk- 
wardneſs of the types, and-appearing to have been tranſlated by a Scotch- 
man, of which a more particular account will be given in our general 
hiſtory. If ſo, 'tis not likely that this edition was e in 1497, or 
that Wally's edition was printed in 1516, thirty years before we find him 


printing. The year 1497, was the time of the kalendar and tables of 


calculation; and the year 1516, being 19 years after the former, is the 
year in which the ſame golden number returns. The Paris edition 1 503, 
and the modern edition of 1656, have the ſame words. TN

Fuller mentions a book of prayers, which he ſuppoſes to have been

This latter part he ſeems to aſſert on 
authority of the MS. before the 11 grammars in the Pembroke Library. 
E have lately ſearched there for them, but none ſuch are to be found. 
Indeed, ſeveral of the numbers, according to the printed catalogue in 
Catal. MSS. Angliæ, are miſſing. Afterwards he ſays chess two were joined 
in printing the king's year-books, as long as De Worde lived, which were 
afterwards continued by Pynſon.

and the expreſhon © He was ſon-in-law to Caxton” is applicable to either 
W. de Worde or Pynſon : ſo that as he does not apply it to Pynſon in his 
memoirs of him, i am inclined to think he underſtood it of W. de Worde ; 
which indeed is moſt likely, if Caxton had a daughter, ſeeing he ſucceeded 
him in his houſe and buſineſs, and introduced his cypher into all his devices. 
Whichſoever of them is meant, this printed abſtra& contains only a bare 
aſſertion, without proof or reference. The MS. at large perhaps may throw 
more light on this affair. 

It may be obſerved further on this MS. anecdote, that whoever was the 
author of it, he ſeems to have known but little of the Engliſh typogra- 
phical hiſtory in aſſerting Pynſon to be W. de Worde's ſucceſſor, whereas 
the contrary appears by the dates of their books. Alſo in affirming that 
the eleven grammars by W. de Worde were all printed above 100 years 
before Lily's Grammar. 

Mr. Ames intimates that our artiſt was in ſuch eſteem with the lady 
Margaret, king Hen. vn's mother, and other great perſonages, that he 
printed for them all his days; but this does not particularly appear. Tis 
true, he printed Gerſon's imytacion and folowyng of the lyfe of Criſte, to 
which he adds in his colophon, © at the commaundement and inſtaũnce 
of—prynces Margarate,” &c. Alſo, to the Breutarum ſecundum vſum 
farum—impenſis ſereniſſime princip- dne—Margarete” but i do not find 
any ſuch like addition to any other of his books. W. de Worde printed 
Gerſon's imytacion &c. the year before him at the defire of the ſaid 
princeſs, and other books afterwards, ſubſcribing himſelf her printer. 

Pſalmanaazaar intimates that this printer lived in the ured familiarity 
and friendſhip with W. de Worde, and quite undiſturbed by any mutual 
emulation or tivalſhip in trade; the contrary rather appears by their 
works, for they are found frequently printing different editions of the

ſame books, at or near the ſame time; not as partners, or the one's 
name taken out, and the other's inſerted to a certain number of the ſame 
edition. He tells us indeed that they printed feveral year-books toge- 


ther: perhaps they might be joined in the ſame privilege or licence for 


rinting them ; but this, if true, rather confutes the other opinion ; for 

ad ſuch a friendſhip really exiſted, they muſt have been convinced of 
their mutual advantage by continuing the fame method, rather than the 
other. I have not ſeen or met with any particular account of thoſe year- 
books ; but probably they may be in the Pembroke library, to which it 
ſeems this author had free acceſs, fince he deſcribes the oldeſt of them as 
having ſuper Parr written at the head; by which he conjectures that 
they were ptinted for William Raſteli, and that he was the king's printer 
through Sir Thomas More's intereſt, having married his fiſter in 
which office he (Pynſon) probably ſucceeded Raftell, who died, accord- 
ing to Dr. Nicholſon, in 1536. Can any thing be more abſurd, while 
he produces no fingle inſtance of Pynſon's being even ahve after 1527; 
and had but a little before ſuppoſed Pynſon to have ſtyled himſelf 
printer to the king from a grant he had for the printing of theſe year-books ? 
It has been thought alſo, that becauſe Pynſon ſtyles himſelf “ printer 
vnto the kynges noble grace,” in 1503, he muſt have had a patent for it, 
or that he was joined in one with Guillam Faques, who likewiſe afſumed 
the ſame title, in the ſame book. But W. de Worde printed them alſo, 
and had printed the ftatutes before; and ſo had Caxten : therefore as Mr. 
Ames had ſearched for ſuch a patent without ſucceſs, it may be queried, 
whether patents were yet granted for that purpoſe, with an exclufive pri- 
vilege ; or that the appointment was not made by the king's fign manual 
only ? Alſo, whether, ſuppoſing he had a patent or only a licence under 
the fign manual, it might be till after Faques's death, fince no date ap- 
pears to the ſtatutes of 19. Hen. v11. printed either by him or W. de Worde, 
or indeed by Faques himſelf. Mr. Bagford afferts, without naming any 
authority, that Faques lived to Sept. 1511 ; but we find no ſpecimen of 
his printing, with a date, after 1508. It is therefore highly probable that 
he either died, or left off bufineſs and reſigned his office that year; and 
efpecially. as then Pynſon firſt aſſumed that addition to his name in any 
book with a date; and therefore, from that time only may be deemed 
king's. printer. Had Faques and he been joined in the fame patent or 
licence, it is more than probable they muſt, or, induced by intereſt, would 
have printed only one edition with both their names annexed; or at leaſt to the 
fame edition have only changed their names after half the number had been 

rinted off, This printer, as appears by the colophons of his books, had 
his firſt office without Temple-bar (probably the fame as was afterwards 
occupied by Rob. Redman) in St. Clement's pariſh ; and ſeems to have re- 
moved into Fleet-ſtreet, near St. Dunſtan's church about the year 1 503. 


Dives and Pauper mentions at Temple-bar ; but this may imply no more

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than nigh to, as he makes uſe of the words extra“ and © circa” to his 
earlieſt Latin pieces. St. Clement's pariſh extends quite to Temple-bar. 

Soon after his commencement in bufineſs, he employed one William 
Tailleur, a printer of Roan, to print Littleton's tenures. and ſome other 
law pieces for him : becauſe, as our laws were all made in the Norman 
French till the beginning of the reign of Ken. v11. and the printers of that 
country underſtanding the language better, were certainly more capable 
of printing them correct. Afterwards he as well as others had ſuch helps, 
that the ſtatutes and other law books were all printed at home. 

W. de Worde has been ſuppoſed to have firſt introduced the uſe of the 
Roman letter into England, but Pynſon ſeems to have a juſter claim to 
that honour, exhibiting it with an earlier date. See p. 118, 19. 

In April, 1527, Redman ſeems to have followed our artiſt alſo into his 
houſe, near St. Dunſtan's church, in Fleet- ſtreet: however, Pynſon continued 
to print books with the ſame addreſs for ſome time after; probably, in order 
to introduce Redman into his bufineſs, notwithſtanding his invective a- 
gainſt him in 1525, &c. ſince he certainly did ſucceed him, and uſed his 
devices. 

Mr. Ames met with no books of Pynſon's printing after 1528, and 
moreover ſays that he ended his life before the year 1529 ; but Bp. Kennet 
annexes to his own convocation ſermon, in 1710, a liſt of 18 other ſer- 


mons and orations to the ſame purpoſe, from 1511, to 1593 ; the 3d of 


which i ſhall give at large,” both as it afferts the printing of a book by 
our artiſt after he is ſaid to have ended his life, and as it mentions the 
authority on which that aſſertion is founded. By this extract it may be 


B that as the three ſermons were dedicated together to the arch- 


iſhop, ſo they were alſo printed together. Ant. Wood confirms this ſen- 
timent, but does not mention the time they were printed. 

Whether Pynſon died about this time, or only retired from buſineſs is 
hitherto uncertain. Tho. Berthelet ſucceeded him as king's printer, and 
had a patent for that office in 1529 ; printing a book the ſame year, in 
which he aſſumed the title. I have been informed that in the 11. Hen. VIII. 
An. Dom. 1519. the manor houſe of Tottenham, with fields adjoining, 
(then the property of Sir William Compton) were leaſed for 41 years to

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_one Richard Pynſon, gent.* But whether that was our printer is rather 
dubious, eſpecially if the ſame idea of a gentleman was entertained in that 
age as the preſent ; for he muſt then have been in the height of buſineſs, 


Mr. Ames aſſures us he had ſought for Pynſon's will, but ſucceeded no 
better than in his ſearch for a patent. If he made one and it could be 
found, probably it would-afford further intelligence concerning him and 
his affairs; eſpecially with regard to his family, if he had one. 

Of the devices uſed by Pynſon i find eight or nine different ſorts. 
1. The ſmalleſt has his cypher on a ſhield, ſurmounted with an helmet, on 
which is a bird with expanded wings, the whole ſupported by a naked boy 
and girl. 2. The next is about the ſame breadth as the former, but rather 
taller, and has his cypher only. 3. The ſame defign as the firſt, with his 
name under the ſhield, and has nine ſtars beſprinkled about it; whereas 
that has only three. 4. The fame block as the laſt mentioned, enlarged 


With a border of foliage and flowers, having at top a naked boy ſhooting 


at a bird ; at bottom, in the leſt hand corner is the virgin crowned, with 
the child Jeſus in her arms; on the right is a female ſaint holding a ſword 
in her left hand, at whoſe feet is a demi portrait of a royal pei ſonage, pro- 
bably her perſecutor, looking up to her. 5. This device is much like the 
fore-mentioned, but united in one block, and the female ſaint holding a 
p_ branch in her right hand, alſo the bird is made with a long bill,

with a maſk at top. 7. A folio ſize: very probably his own coat of arms, 
parted gyronny of 8 points, 3 cinque foils on a fols engrailed, between 
3 eagles diſplayed ; but none of the colours are expreſſed. The creſt is a 
demi bird like thoſe in the ſhield, but with a long ſnipe-like bill, holding

which might perhaps occafionally admit of types; the ſupporters alſo in

This very ſcarce book has the print of a biſhop in the frontiſpiece ; and 


we are informed by the Latin title, that this diſcourſe is an exhortation to the 
Carthuſians, and other religious perſons ; alſo, that the author was John Al- 


kok, biſhop of Ely.“ 


As to the purport of this treatiſe, i ſhall only hint in general, that the 
flowers of moral and chriſtian perfection, which grow out of this hill, or

A copy of the original is appendiced to Dr. Knight's life of dean Colet, 
but no mention of the ſize; only in p. 197. we are informed that “ the 
Latin original is no where to be found but in the Public Library at Oxon, 
among Archbiſhop Laud's MSS.1 though printed. And by the catalogue 
of books in the Bodl. Libr. we find it to be in 8*9. Where the 4 edition 
mentioned in Ath. Oxon. is to be found i know not ; nevertheleſs there is 
reaſon to believe there was ſuch an edition, which probably was firſt 
printed, and afterwards the leſſer one, in order to be fold cheaper.

11. but about this time, and for 
ſome time before the laity appear to have been much diſſatisfied thereat, 
on the miſbehaviour of ſome of the clergy and probably beſtired them- 
ſelves, while a bill for the puniſhment of murder was depending in parlia- 
ment, to have that exemption taken off; and the clergy on the other hand 
were doubtleſs as zealous to have it confirmed, as it was accordingly, by 
the act, 4 Hen. vin. c. 2. Befides why may not this part of the 
dean's ſermon be reaſonably ſuppoſed to have rather encouraged them to 
maintain their privilege, ſecing he ſpeaks ſo favourably of it.“ Vos yultis 
Libertatem Eccleſiaſticam & non trahi ad Judicia Secularia · Et hoc quoq;

This treatiſe of Mr. Hylton is annexed to all the quarto editions of his 
ſcale of perfection, but the chapters are differently divided from what they 
are in thoſe, even the edition by Julian Notary, in 1507 ; which confirms 
the opinion of its being printed verbatim from the edition 1506, though 
evidently printed in 1516.

Robert Fabyan, the author of this chronicle, was an alderman of Lon- 
don, and ſheriff in 1493; but it does not appear he was ever Lord mayor. 
According to Stow, he died in 1511, and was buried at St. Michael's 
Cornhill, where he had a monument with an epitaph ®; but the monument, 
he ſays, was deſtroyed. Bale, who lived nearer Fabyan's time, fays he died the 
28th of February, 1512, and was buried © in templo omnium ſanctorum,“ 
but does not diſtinguiſh which of them, as was neceſſary, there being eight 
pariſhes of the name of Allhollows, in London. Probably Stow might be 
mifinformed of the place, and not finding the monument at St. Michael's, 
conclude it was deſtroyed.

This ſcarce Latin treatiſe gives a very particular account of the recep- 
tion and entertainment of the embaſſy from the Emperor Maximilian and 
Charles prince of Caſtile, archd. of Auſtria, to conclude a treaty of mar- 
riage between the ſaid prince Charles and princeſs Mary, third daughter of 
Henry v11. king of England. The principal of the ambaſſadors was the lord 
of Bergis, who was proxy for the young prince. They croſſed the ſea

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from Calais. to Dover, where they were met by the prior of Chriſt Church 
Canterbury, and fir Edward Ponynghs, who conducted them to Canterbury, 
where the abbotof St. Auguſtine's, as alſo the mayor and aldermen of the city 
waited on them to compliment them, &c. From thence they were conducted 
by the ſaid prior, &c. through Sittingbourn toDartford ; where they were met 
by the Earl of Shropſhire, ſteward of the houſehold, the Bp. of Worceſter, the 
prior of St. John's, Sir Thomas Brandon, knight of the Garter, and Dr. Weſt, 


of the king's council, with many of the nobility and gentry, who accompa- 


nied them to London, where they arrived the 5th of Dec. 1508. They 
were received by the Lord mayor and aldermen, and companies in a line, 
and entertained in their ſeveral halls. The next day they were waited on 
by the Archbp. of Canterbury, Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Oxford, Cham- 
berlain & admiral of England, to congratulate their arrival &c. &c. After 
having been refreſhed they were conducted by water to the royal palace at 
Greenwich, and introduced to the king, ſeated in ſtate, attended by his ſpirit. 
ual lords on his right hand, and Henry prince of Wales and other temporal 
lords on his left. The ambaſſadors were ſeated over againſt his majeſty. Of 
this ſcene there is a wood cut the full fize of the page, ſignat. Bj. The pre- 
ſident of Flanders made an oration in Latin, to this purport. That whereas 
a treaty of marriage had been agreed upon at Calais, they were appointed, by 
the emperor their maſter to wait upon his majeſty to put the finiſhing hand 
thereto ; which by the king's command was ſatisfactonily anſwered by the 
Archbp. of Canterbury, lord high chancellor of England. After this cere- 
mony was ended, his majeſty retired with them to a more private appart- 
ment, where they entered into a free converſation. When this audience 
was over, they were by the forefaid noblemen re- conducted to London. 
Early the next morning.the Archbp. of Canterbury, the Bp. of Wincheſter, 
Earl of Arundet, &c. vrfited them-to examine their credentials, &c. concern- 
ing the ſaid treaty, which they had brought with them, and finding them 
regular and perfect, were approved and accepted. Whereupon the king 
removes to his palace of Richmond in order to have the marriage celebra- 
ted there, to which place the ſaid ambaſſadors were conducted by moſt of 
the nobility and gentry of the county, on the 16th of December ; where 
they had not only ſeparate appartments moſt richly and elegantly furniſhed, 
but for five or fix days were — 11 entertamed by the king: the 


- palace throughout, on this occafion, being furniſhed beyond compare with 


tapeſtry, filks 2 of ineſtimable value as were the chapel and altar 
with large gold filver images, adorned with a vaſt quantity of precious 
ſtones and pearls, eſpecially on the day of the marriage ſolemnity, which 
was on ſunday following. On which day at fun-riſe the ambaſſadors with 


divers lords and ladies riehly dreſſed entered the preſence chamber of the 
princeſs, moſt ſuperbly ornamented. Then the king coming out of his 


chamber, nigh that the princeſs, with his chief lords and counſellors 
entertained the ambaſſadors with pleaſant diſcourſe, while the princeſs his 
daughter with the princeſs of Wales, and other noble and venerable ma- 


trons came unto them. The princeſs was not 11 years of age. There is 
| another

canopy receiving the compliments of the nobility, &c. The Archbp. of 
Canterbury made an oration of congratulation, and the preſident of Flan- 
ders, one of the ambaſſadors, another. The lord of Bergis was the proxy 
for prince Charles, who ſhewing his commiſſion, and being read aloud, 
was allowed. They then take each other by the hand, and repeat the 
matrimonial words in French, and ſubſcribe the ſame ; he firſt and ſhe 
afterwards. He then reſpectfully ſalutes her, and puts a ring of gold on 
one of her fingers. Two notaries preſented an inſtrument for all the lords 
and ladies, 6 6 choſe it, to ſign their names as witneſſes. Which done, 
the trumpets and various other muſical inſtruments proclaim: the joy, &c. 
The king then takes De Bergis by the right arm, and conducts: him 
to his chapel to hear high maſs, which was celebrated by the Bp. of Lon- 
don. The reſt of the ambaſſadors follow according to their rank, but to 
a larger chapel juſt at hand. Then the king invites De Bergis to a mag- 
nificent banquet with himſelf, but the other ambaſſadors were placed in an 
adjoining apartment with the Engliſh nobility. After dinner there were 
tournaments, &c. at which the now princeſs of Caſtile, and the princeſs of 
Wales were preſent. The day being far advanced, proclamation was made 
by the heralds that they ſhould hold for three days to come. The ambaſ- 
ſadors were invited to 10 

and with them many ladies of diſtinction. Supper being ended, the am- 
baſſadors preſented the princeſs with a fine large ruby, and a diamond ſet 


with pearls from the emperor Maxamilian; and from prince Charles, the 


letter K in gold, repreſenting the name of Karolus, ſet with diamonds and 
pearls, having this matto, Maria optimam partem elegit: que non aufe- 
retur ab ea.” Alſo a valuable jewel from Lady Margaret dutcheſs dowager 
of Savoy. Then De Bergis requeſted his majeſty to Deſtow the order of the 
Garter on prince Charles his now ſon in law, which was promiſed to be ſent 
to him ſhortly. After his majeſty was withdrawn, there was a general in- 
vitation to the affembly. The ambaſſadors having now executed their 
commiſſion defired leave to depart, as their prince's Virth-day was drawing 
nigh. The king diſmifſed them with coſtly preſents of plate, horſes, 
falcons, dogs, &c. Prince Charles, further to authenticate his nuptials, 
wrote letters to the king and prince of Wales, ſubſcribing himſelf ſon, and 
benny as well as to the princeſs Mary his ſpouſe, ſtyling her his wife and 
conſort, | 

This tract being extremely ſcarce, and our chronicles almoſt filent in 
the affair, have induced me to give ſo circumſtantial an account of it.

Theſe reports of caſes adjudged in our courts of law were collected and 
regiſtered under the terms in which they were decided, year by year; ſome 
of them ſo early as the reigns of Edw.

cerdotum, in 1508. This is the firſt book, with a date, in which he ſty les 
himſelf Regis impreſſor.

-miſtaken in aſcribing thoſe ſtatutes to him in 1503 ; eſpecially as they have 


the ſame addition, which is never found befides untill 1508 ; when Faques 
might leave off trade, if alive, as we find nothing of his printing after that 
time. His books ſhew him to have been an excellent, workman ; but it is 
uncertain where or with whom he learnt his bufineſs.

Bourgois, but i 
do not find he printed in his own name there or any where elſe but in Lon- 
don; ſo that he appears to have been only a journeyman, and ſo came over 
to better his condition, on a proſpect of encouragement from our govern- 
ment. He ſeems to have been no confiderable time here; not above five 
or fix years at moſt, and even in that time we have only four books and four 
broadfides remaining; and two of thoſe broadfides, having neither printer's 
name nor date, are only gueſſed to be his performance. It can ſcarcely

WILLIAM BrETTEN,? a merchant of London, about this time encouraged 
the printing of books abroad, but for our uſe, as well as for bis own profit 
and advantage. He bore the character of a faithful and honeſt man, as 
appears by the following books, printed at his expence. If he did not live 
_ himſelf, at the Ggnof the Trinity in St. Paul's church - yard; as Maittaire ſeems 
to intimate, Ann. I Pos, Vol. II. p. 176, his factor or publiſher dwelt there. 
But whether our H. Pepwell was the perſon is very uncertain, as i find no 
mention of his name there untill x 520; and there is a chaſm of ten years unto 
that time. However, as we know not of any other perſon living there 
within the time, and are not ſure but it might be him, i ſhall take into 
this account all ſuch books as are ſaid to have been printed at the ſaid Mr. 
Bretton's expence ; ſeeing alſo that the ſpeculum ſpiritualium informs us 
on the title-page of its being to be ſold there, though not noticed by Mr.

Hiſperſed the 'obſtacles therein; but, i think, it muſt have been at the ex- 
pence of the author's carefulneſs. If that book ever come to light again, 
at muſt one way or other, clear up theſe uncertainties. Perhaps it may not 
yet be too late, though my endeavours have been hitherto in vain, to trace 
out that ſame copy, which Mr. Thomas ſays in a note was in Lord Harley's 
Library. Oſborne's catal. of that Libr, Vol. III. Ne 544. mentions *© Chaucer's 
works, black .letter, without Date,” This bids the faireft of 'any article in 
that catalogue to be the very book Mr. Thomas peruſed. I have the late 
Mr. Weſt's copy of that catalogue, againſt which article he has put a Win 
the margin, in like manner as to ſeveral other articles, which reafonably 
may be — 22 to have been purchaſed by himſelf; and ſo we might ex- 
pect to it in his library. But in Bibl. Weſtiana, i find only two editions 
of Chaucer's works, viz. this and Urry's, for Caxton's firſt edition called there 
his works, contains only his Canterbury tales. The moſt likely way of diſco- 
reving it now, will be to examine ſuſpected capies by the criterions above- 
mentioned, or comparing them with a — copy of this edition. Ihave been 
the more particular on this head as that paragraph ſomewhat ſtaggered my 
opinion, that this edition was probably a joint affair between Godfray and 
Berthelet, ſo as the ſame edition ſerved for both, by changing the name 
in the colophon, after a certain number had been worked off as was after- 
wards the caſe between John Reynes and William Bonham, in 1542; and 
again between the ſaid Bonham, Rich. Kele, Robert Toye, and Thomas 
Petit, without date. On the one hand for a perſon of reputation to aſſert 
peremptorily, with the book before him, its having Chaucer's retraction; &c, 
and on the other hand contradicting himſelf concerning the ſaid retraction; 
and his fillabus of the contents not correſpnding with that given by Leland,

Jewell, a 
Glouceſterſhire man, who ſettled abroad, at Lorain, and at Antwerp.“ Of 
bis writings an account will be given in our General Hiſtory, as his works. 
were printed abroad. Theſe: two families ſeem to have led authors into 
miſtakes concerning them; which at this diſtance of time, are not likely 
to be clearly rectified. But this is no excuſe for Palmer's continuator, who 
has confounded the two printers together under the name of William whom 
he calls printer to the king. This however is not ſo extraordinary as his.

AS fervant to W. de. Worde, as appears by his prologue to the 
knight of the ſwan, and by the will of the ſaid W. de Worde, 
wherein he was a legatee. Mr. Bagford ſays, he was one of Caxton's ſer- 
vants, but names not his authority. As well as printer, he was ſtationer 
and bookſeller, as the printers in general of his time were; and alſo an 


author and tranſlator out of French, as may be gathered from ſeveral 


of his books; and that he dwelt at the Rofe garland in Fleet-ſtreet, 
from the earlieſt intimation we have of his printing to his death; fince we 
find William, who ſucceeded him in the buſineſs, printing his books with 
the ſame direction, even till the year 1553. I find no account when Robert 
died, bur conclude it muſt have been the latter end of the year 1547, or 
beginning of 1548. In Andr. Borde's Prognoſtications, or principles of 
_ aſtronomy, he mentiohs his Breviary of health as printed by Will. Mydil- 
ton. Now the earlieſt edition of that book mentioned by A. Wood, or 
Bp. Tanner, is 1547 : indeed the book itſelf evinces that it was not exa- 
mined at Oxford till June 1546; therefore his book of prognoſtications 
was not printed till after that.

& vniuſt diſhonoryng of many. In this your honour ſhall: finde a more 
large colle&io, thoſe abuſes reformed, & truth more ſymply vttered. 
And hopyng of your lordſhippes aſſured goodnes, whome ] mooſt hum- 


bly beſeche to accepte in good parte thys my trauayle in my later dayes 
For poſterite, I reſt any further to trouble your honor. Your honours to 


cõmaunde, Richard Grafton.“ This has an ænigmatical appearance, as 


we know of no edition of Stowe's Summary before 1565; and in the 

edition 1570, in his preface to the reader he ſays, © It is now.

Dudley, &c.” without the addition of earl of Leiceſter, i was ſatisfied it 
might be genuine, as the ſaid Lord was not created earl of Leiceſter till 
Michaelmas, 1564. The ſame year! Grafton, ſeemingly to be up with 
Stowe, and underſell his Summary, publiſhed an abridgment of his 
Abridgment, which he entitled “ A Manuell of the Chronicles of Eng- 
lande.—Jmprinted—by Jhon Kingſton.” This he dedicated. “ To his 
loving frendes the Maſter and, wardeins of the :cgmpanie of the moſte 
excellent Arte & ſcience of Jmprintyng. Welbeloued brethren & frendes, 
J haue dedicated this my litle boke vnto you,—chiefly for. iii. cauſes. 
The firſt is to deſire you to be the patrons of the ſame : & that when 
God ſhall call me out of this tranſitorie life, that ye will take and vſe 
this copie or booke to the commoditie & benefite of your whole com- 
panie, to who ] willingly geue & offer the ſame, and to title the ſame 
booke in this wiſe, The Manuell of the Chronicles of Englande, Im- 
printed by the Companie & felowſhip of the Stacioners, with. Additions 
as the time ſhall require. The ſeconde cauſe is, that then you beyng 
Patrons herof, will J doubte not haue ſoche reſpect & regard ther vnto, 
as from tyme to tyme ye will ſee the ſame ſo cleanely wrought & with 
diligence corrected, as maĩe bee for the aduaũcement of your awne praiſe 
& commendacio. And laſtly, that ye will by your diſcrete wiſedomes 
take ſoche order with your whole company, that there be no brief abridge- 
mentes or Manuels of Chronicles hereafter Jmprinted: but only this htle 
boke. with ſoch addicions,. as from tyme to tyme ſhall ſeme to you good, 
or els ſoche as you together, with thaſſent of the auncients of your com- 
panie, ſhall allowe & Ir ner to thentent that the Quenes maieſties ſub- 
iectes, which couet ſuche litle colleccios, for the helpyng of their memory 
maie not be abuſed, as heretofore thei haue been. — Vours duryng his 
life Richard Grafton.” In. his preface he ſays, © Gentle Reader, J haue 
in this ſmal volume abridged my former Abridgemente of Chronicles, to 
thintẽt the ſame ſhould be more portative & alſo to be ſold at a meane 
and ſmall price.] hope that none wil ſhewe themſelves ſo vngentle, 
nor ſo vnfrendly, as to abuſe me in this my litle labour & good. will, as 
of late ] was abuſed by one that coũterfeacted my volume and order of 
the Abridgemente of the Chronicles, and hath my trauaile to paſſe vnder 
his name alſo, by omittyng ſome thynges of myne, & worſſe put in place, 
and by alteracion of ſome thynges, & by addicion of ſome other, whiche 
kind of dealyng is not commendable.— but the ſame beyng dooen to 
the greate iniurie & wronge, not onely of me the firſte gatherer, but 
alſo to the hindraunce & lofle of the Printer of my Abridgement: J 
thinke the graue & wiſe, will not judge welt of it.“ &c. Notwithſtand- 
ing this, Stowe next year, in like manner ſet forth his Summarie of Chro-

srowrp together,” &c. It is not unlikely but Grafton might mention this 
in one of his early editions, but it is not in the edition, 1572. I have 
not ſeen that of 1570. This was an unjuſt cenſure of Stowe, who accord. 
ingly took an opportunity to return the compliment, as 1 find in his 
Summarye, 1570, and perhaps before. © I writ not this,” ſays he in his 
ace to the reader, “to complaine of ſom mens ingratitude towardes 
mee (althoughe iuſtlye I might) but to ſhowe the commodities which 
inſue of the reading of Hiſtories,” &c. Again, *——howe farre (be it 
ſpoken without arrogancie) I haue laboured for the truthe, more then 
ome others, this laſte edition will evidently declare, wherein that I differ 
from the inordinate & vnſkilfull collections of other men, it is no mar- 
uaile, ſeinge that I doe not fullye agree with my ſelfe. This I knowe 
wilbe laide to my charge, and many great wordes made of it. But let it 
de conſidered that there is nothing perfect at the firſt, and that it is inci- 
dente to mankind to erre & ſlippe ſometime, but onely the point of 
phantaſtical fooles to perſeuer & continewe in their errors.“ Alſo, in his 
account of the authors prefixed to his Summary, 1570, he has quoted 
4e Edw. Hall, after certaine yeares ſpente in the kings Colledge of Cam- 
bridge, was admitted felow of Grayes Jnne at London, where he pro- 
fitted fo much in the lawes of the Realme, that he was choſe vnder ſhe- 
riffe of y Citie. At that time (being ſtired vp by men of Authoritie) he 
aerit with a luſtye & floriſhing ſtile the vnion of the houſe of Yorke & 
Lancaſter: the whiche hath hitherto beene had in great price, & wilbe 
doubtles hereafter in greater, although ſomebodye (without any inge- 
nious & plaine Declaration therof) hath publiſhed, but not without 
mangeling, maiſter Halles Booke for his owne ;* he liued in the yere 
| 1546.” Likewiſe, ©* Tohn Hardinge, beinge both a ſtoute & learned 
' | RT man, profited his Countrey both wayes, For to obteyn certayne Charters 
| out of Scotlid, of the K. of Englads ſuperiority, he much hazarded him- 
ſelfe, & laſtly reſtored the ſame to K. Henry the fyfth. After that, he 
exhibited a Chronicle of England, wyth a mape or diſcription of Scot- 
lande to K. Henrye the ſixt, whiche Chronicle doth almoſt altogether 
differ from that whyhch vnder his name, was imprynted by Richard 
Grafton. He liued in the yere 1450, &c.” Grafton vindicates himſelf 
from theſe aſperſions, in his epiſtle to the reader, printed in the editions 
of his “ Abridgement of the Chronicles of Englande,” 1570, and 1572; 
which 1 ſhall give from the latter, as Mr. Ames did from the former. 
#« Richard Grafton to the gentle Reader. I haue (ryght louyng Reader) 
nowe once againe turned ouer my firſte Abridgement of Chronicles, & 
not onely amended ſuch thinges as I founde amiſſe therein, but alſo haue

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added thereunto, many and dyuerſe good riotes, as the diligent Reader 
ſhall eaſely perceaue. And my truſt is, that as I am not deſyrous to 
offende any perſon, neyther by namyng or miſreporting of theire doinges : 
So I ſhalbee fauourably (without reprochefull or malicious tauntes and 
byting tearmes) allowed of, as my labours deſerue. But yet Gentle 
Reader, thys one thing offendeth me ſo muche, that I am (enforced to 
urge myſelf therof, and ſhewe my ſimple & playn dealyng therein. One 


ohn Stowe, of whom I will ſaye none evil, although hee hath greatly 
prouoked me thereunto, as by writyng of an Epiſtle agaynſt me, ſtuffed 


wyth ragged eloquence & vncurteous termes, deſcanting & definyng my 
name, &c. And now of late the ſame man, hath publiſhed a Booke, 
which hee nameth a Summary of the Chronicles of Englande (the vntruthes 
whereof I will not here detect) and therin hath charged me bytterly, but 
chiefly with twoo thinges. The one, that I haue made Edward Halles 


Chronicle my Chronicle, but not without mangling, and (as hee faith) 


without any ingenious and plain declaracion therof, The other thing, 
that hee chargeth me withall is. In prayſing of Iohn Hardinge one of hys 
authors (who ſurely is worthy of great praiſe, and I wiſhe hee had folowed 
in his Booke no worſſe aucthour) hee faith, that a Chronicle of Hardinges 
whiche hee hath, doth much differ from the Chronicle, which vnder the 
ſayde Hardynges name was. printed by mee, as though 1 had falſefied 
Hardinges Chromcle. For aunſwere to the firſt, I haue not made Halles 
Chronicle, my Chronicle, althoughe the greateſt parte of the ſame was 
myne own Chronicle, and written with myne own hand. And full little 
knoweth Stowe of Halles Chronicle: But this I ſaye, I haue not made 
Halles Chronicle my Chronicle; Neyther haue I vſed hys Chronicle anye 
otherwiſe then I haue all Chronicles, as where Hall ſpake plainly, there 
I tuffer hym to tell his owne tale, & in the ende, allege him as my Auct- 
hour as I do all others, though not in every place, which were nedcleſſe, 
yet in the chiefeſt places & matters of weighte. And when I founde him 
affected with many obſcure woordes, there 1 alleged him in as playne 
termes as I coulde. And thus muche I haue had to do with Hall, & 
none otherwiſe. - And here I note to all men, that I do reverence Hall 
in hys woorke, hee beeinge now dead, aſmuch as I did when hee was 
alyue, with who I was of no ſmall acquaintaunce, & I am as readye to 
aduance his praiſe and commendacion, &.readier (if I may ſaye it without 
offence) then hee that found faulte with mee. And Hall (as ye knowe) 
wrote but of a fewe Kinges, & began where Froyſſard left, & fo neyther 
his Chronicle is myne, nor myne his. Now, as touching Iohn Hardinges 
Chronicle that Stowe hath, whiche hee ſayth doth much differ from that 
which was imprinted vnder his name by me, I graunt it may well bee ſo: 
For I haue at this time, a Chronicle that beareth the name of Iohn 
Harding written in the Latin tongue in proſe, that J am ſure Iohn Stowe 
neuer ſawe, and though hee did, yet I doubt whether hee vnderſtande it. 
And it may well bee, that one man maye write at twoo tymes twoo 
ookes of one matter, and yet the one of them not to agree with the 
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other, as Stowe himſelfe hath done, who in his later Summary of Chro- 
nicles, differeth cleane from his firſt, neyther agreing in matter nor 
yeres, and yet (as hee ſayth) they are both Stowes Chronicles. And it 
maye alſo bee, that there were mo lohn Hardinges then one, & ſo all 
may ſtande well together, & no fault committed by mee. Thus much 
for aunſwere of the faultes. And here to make any further declaration 
of the order of my Booke, it ſhall not neede, for in the ſecond & third Page 
therof, are expreſſed the particulers of the ſame. And I have ioyned 
hereunto an exact Table, Br the ready fynding of anye matter herein con- 
teyned, moſte hartely praiyng the gentle Reader, that where he ſhat 
fynde me to haue committed any errour, that there hee will gently inter- 
pret mee, or amende the ſame, & ſo for thys tyme I ende.“ Farewell.“ 
In 1569, Grafton publiſhed his Chronicle at large, and meere Hiſ. 
tory of the affayres of Englande” &c.“ which he dedicated to Sir Wil- 
liam Cecill, in which, as in moſt of his dedications and prefaces, he very 
ingenuouſly renounces all pretenſions to eloquence, &c. For this book 
he was thus cenſured by the learned Buchanan,*—non potui mihi tem- 
perare quin Richardi Graftonii, qui nuper hiſtoriam rerum Anglicarum 
edidit effrenem maledicendi libidinem oftenderem :” The only inſtance 
he produces, is; that he had cited the hiſtory of Hector Boethius, for 
that he writeth in his Chronicle, in the xiiii. Book and ſecond Chapi- 
ter, © the laughter of people was ſo great that a Myll might have bene 
well dryuen by the ſpace of two dayes, with the ſtreames of bloud that 
at that tyme ranne of the ground.” Againſt which Buchanan ſays, 
« Bocthius librum in capita non diuiſit: deinde quod iſte aſſeuerat apud 
eum omnino ſcriptum non eft : ſed homine indocto & impudenter men- 
dace omiſſo ad Eduardum redeamus.” This harſh cenſure ought rather to 
have laid upon Johne Bellenden“, who tranſtated the hiſtory of Boe- 
thius into the Scotch language, which was twice printed at Edinburgh, 
by T. Davidſon, king's printer ; once without date, and in 1541. My 
edition withour date 1s divided into books & chapters ; and has, at the 
end of cap. ii. of The fourtene buke,” theſe words : © So lamẽtable 
ſlauhter was throw al y partis of y toun y ane mil mycht haif gane two 
days Jthidlie be ftremis of blude.” This would have been deemed a 
ſufficient voucher for Grafton, with a perſon of candor. It cannot be 
imagined that Buchanan was unacquainted with Bellenden's tranſlation, 
any more than with Fordun's Scoti-chronicon, which agrees therewith. 
Thomas N. (probably Thomas Newton of Cheſhire) in a recommenda- 
tory epiſtle to the reader, prefixed to Grafton's chronicle, bears this teſti- 
mony of him: Las it is reaſon that good be done to him that doth 
good to many, ſo where the author & gatherer of this woorke hath with 
his honeſt labors made the noble actes & good deſeruings of many to liue 
in good memorie, ſo I thought it not reaſon, ſpecially having among

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infinite other receaued commoditie by his labors, that his owrie well do- 
ynges ſhould altogether dye in forgetfulneſſe. I muſt therefore——put 
thee in remembraunce how manye wayes the great labors of this man, 
ſuſteyned with great charge and perilles, haue bene to vs profitable, that 
we be not to him vnthankfull.— That which he of modeſtie maye not 
vtter, we of honeſtie maye not hide. This therefore I am to affirm, be- 
cauſe I knowe it, and the more aſſuredly to affirme becauſe many moe 
knowe it, and moſt reaſonably to allege, becauſe the whole Realme hath 
profite by it, that the man hath not ſpent one quarter of hys lyfe to his 
owne eaſe or commoditie, but as a good Citezen for the benefite of the 
Citie of London, as a good Engliſheman for the profite of the Realme 
of Englande, & as a good Chriſtian for the furtheraunce of true religion.

But 
the Citie of London may not forget, —how he hath trauayled in their 
affayres from time to time,—, Who knoweth not his diligence in labor- 
ing for & attending on that noble worke of that moſte bleſſed Prince, 
King, yea ſaint, Edwarde the ſixt, in erecting the Hoſpitalles? his labors 
& expences in ouerſeing the ſame beyng erected, preferring it before all 
his awne buſineſſe to his great hinderaunce ? It is proveable ynough if 
any will be ſo paſt honeſt thankfulneſſe to denie it. And nowe laſtly, be- 
ſide a number of good bookes by him publiſhed, he hath for the whole 
realme gathered this Chronycle of Englande, wherein thou mayeſt readily 
ſee with ſmall trauayle & coſte that which heretofore, ſcattered in manye 
woorkes, was chargeable to get & troubleſome to finde, beſide very much 
that in none heretofore hath beene vttered. In this he hath brought things 
vnknowne from darłneſſe, vntrue reportes from error, confuſion of affayres

nor imprint, or cauſe to be imprinted any more bibles until the king and 


the clergy ſhould agree upon a tranſlation. Prynn's uss. Inner Temple. 
As Whitchurch was concerned with him in printing thoſe bibles, he very 
probably ſhared the ſame. fate. Grafton was alſo called before the coun- 
eil, on a charge for printing a ballade in favour of lordCromwell ; and his 
quondam friend Bonner, being preſent, aggravated the cauſe, by reciting 
a little chat between them, in which Grafton had intimated his bein 


©. ſorry to hear of Cromwell's apprehenſion ;” but the lord chancellor 


Audley turned the diſcourſe : and ſo the matter ſeems to have ended.“ 
He was likewiſe preſented, together with Whitchurch, on the act of the 
ſix articles, they being © ſuſpected not to have been confeſſed.”* But i 
do not find any thing more came of this than of the other; and in a few 
years Grafton was appointed printer to prince Edward: and he with his aſſo-

In the firſt year of Edward vi. Grafton was favoured with a ſpecial 
patent granted to him for the ſole printing of all the ſtatute books, or 
acts of parliament, « T. R. apud Weſtm. 22 April, 1 Edw. vi.” This 
is the firſt patent that is taken notice of by that diligent and accurate 
antiquary fir William Dugdale.* A patent dated 18 December, 1548, 
was granted to him, and Edw. Whitchurch, by which they are autho- 
riſed to take up and provide, for one year, printers, compoſitors, - &c. 
together with paper, ink, preſſes, &c. at n rates and prices. 

I find one Richard Grafton member of parliament for the city of Lon- 
don in 1553, and 4; and in 1556, and 7, Richard Grafton with the 
addition of grocer.” Whether theſe names indicate the ſame perſon, or 
no, is not quite clear. Mr. Ames evidently took them for the ſame per- 
ſon, and thought he might probably be our printer, for that he had tiled 
himſelf grocer in his letter to lord Cromwell. But he can hardly be ſup- 
poſed to have been a member in the former parliament, being a priſoner 
exempted from the general pardon proclaimed at the queen's coronation, 
however he might in the latter.

e, &c. Mr. Ames thought it did not ſeem probable, that he died 
poor, becauſe his third ſon, Richard, had his arms confirmed to him, 
with the addition of a creſt, as mentioned p. 5or. whence he concludes, 
ce the ſon was in ſome condition in the world at that time, which ve 
likely he would not have been if his father, but lately dead, had been 
much reduced.” But his ſon appears to have been brought up to the 
Law, and to have been of ſome eminence, as he was about that ſame 
time retained counſellor for the worſhipful company of Stationers, and 
therefore might be in competent circumſtances by his own practice, inde- 
pendent of any inheritance. We have not been able to procure any par- 
ticulars relating to his ſickneſs, death, or interment. In the time of 
queen Elizabeth, we are told, he fell down ſtairs, and broke his leg in 
two places, which made him lame to the day of his death.“ It is not 
unlikely but this accident might contribute to ſhorten his days, ſince we 
find no account of him after the year 1572. And though he might not 
die qune neceſſitous, it may be preſumed that he did not die in very 
aftuent circumſtances, as we find no monumental memorial of him. 

Grafton took for his rebus, in alluſion to his name, a tun, with a grafted 
tree growing through it, with this motto, on a riband: $vsciPrTE in- 
sry VERBVM. Taco. 1. and his cypher on the bouge of the caſk.* 
This appears to be an improvement of a device he uſed before: viz. A 
tun with a fruit tree iſſuing out of the bung-hole, with this motto: rRvc- 

 TIBVS EQRVM COGNOSCETIS '£0S. No mark on the caſk. 

He dwelt-in a part of the diſſolved houſe of the Grey Friars, which 
was afterwards granted by king Edward v1. for an hoſpital for the main- 
tenance and education of orphans, called Chriſt's Hoſpital.5 It does not 
appear that Grafton dwelt in any other houſe, though in the colophon of 
his book of Ariſtotle's ethiques, it is ſaid : © Imprinted in the pariſh of 
Chriſts church within Newgate in 1547.” This agreeing with the ſitua- 
tion, may be the ſarge place.

HOM Mr. Ames ſtiled king's printer, but though he was joined 
in the ſame patent with Grafton, for printing Bibles and books of 
divine ſervice, it does not appear he was ever fo, either as printer to Ed- 
ward whilſt prince of Wales, or afterwards when king of England, &c. 
He was originally brought up a merchant, and was concerned with Graf- 
ton in procuring the bible to be reviſed, if not tranſlated into Engliſh, 
and ſo printed abroad; of which you may ſee more particularly under 
Grafton. Mr. Ames ſays, they continued in friendſhip, and partners 
together for many years; but it does not appear that they printed in 
parenerſhip after the year 15413 and from that time ſeem to have ſeparate 
intereſts. They were in trouble together in 15641, on account of the act 
of the ſix articles, for not having been confeſſed, and were both excluded 
from” pardon in Q. Mary's proclamation at her coronation, in 1554.“ Nei- 
ther of them appear to have done any buſineſs in the printing way, at 
leaft publicly, during the reign of Q. Mary.

LAIMS a place in theſe ſheets by virtue of the colophon to his 

book entituled “ A contrary” &c. the only one i find with his name 
annexed as a printer here in England ; but it ſeems as if he had ſome 
hand at leaſt in printing the firſt edition of his tranſlation of P. Melanchon 
on Daniel, at Geneva, in 1545, by the initials of his name being ſet under 
the date; as alſo to ſome of his other books. However, he is well known 
to have corrected the preſs of the Dutch printers ; eſpecially their fourth 
edition of Tindal's New Teſtament. According to Bale, he was a Bed- 
fordſhire- man; and though he does not name the place of his birth, it 
probably was near Newnham Abby. He ſtudied at Cambridge, and 
was ſometime a fellow of Peterhouſe, or college. The times when he 
took his degrees, and moſt of his ſtory, may be ſeen in Lewis's Hiſtory of 
Engliſh tranſlations of the Bible, p. 79,—84. But when or where he 
took orders i know not. As an author we find the following pieces 
aſcribed to him.

REGINALDE WOLFF, or REYNOLD WOLFE, Eſq; 


king's printer, 


AS a foreigner, born either in Germany, or Zurich in Switzerland. 
There were ſeveral printers of this name : George Wolf of Baden, 

who printed at Paris from 1491 to 1499; Nicholas Wolf at Lyons, in 
1498, and 1499; Nicholas Wolf a German, in 1502; and Thomas 
Wolfe at Baſil in 1527. Probably ours was related to one or more of 
them. Richard Argentine in his book De præſtigiis, &c. dated from 
Exon, 1563, calls him Argentinenſem. However, he was brought up 
early to learning, and the art of printing. He was a man of eminence, 
a good antiquary, great promoter of the reformation, and in favour with 
king Henry vii. lord Cromwell, archbiſhop Cranmer, &c. John Leland 
was of his acquaintance. Our learned Kentiſh antiquary John Twine calls 
him a German by nation, good man, and well learned, and a very faith- 
ful friend of his, whoſe kindneſs he had experienced in proſperity and ad- 
verſity, and who, when he was ſet at liberty from his impriſonment in 
the Tower, took him into his houſe, ſitu ſqualoreque obſitum, and enter-

tained him there till he could return to Canterbury, to his own houſe 
and family. John Stowe obſerves of him, that in the year 1549, the 
bones of the dead, in. the charnel houſe of St. Paul's, amounting to 
more than 1000 cart loads, were carried. to Finſbury field, and the ex- 
pence 2 by him. He ſpent 25 years in collecting materials for an 
univerſal coſmography of all nations, Which though at his death he left 
undigeſted, he thereby laid the foundation of thoſe chronicles, which 
afterwards were compiled by Ralph Holinſhed, who frankly acknowledged 
ſo much in his dedication to lord Burghleigh. Thoſe. chronicles were 
publiſhed in 1577, by John Harriſon his ſon in law; and again with large 
additions, in 1587, by the ſaid John Harriſon, and others. We are 
further informed by Edmund Howes, the continuer of Stow's Annals, 
that if Stow had lived but one year longer, he purpoſed to have put in 
print Reyne Woolfes chronicle, which he began and finiſhed at the requeſt 
| | of Dr. Whitgift, late archbiſhop of Canterbury; but being prevented 
ll | by death, left the ſame in his ſtudy, . orderly written, ready for the preſs; .

He ſettled his printing- office in Paul's Church-yard, and ſet up the 
ſign of the Brazen Serpent, which device he uſed to my of his books, 
though he ſometimes uſed that of the tree of charity: his rebus you will 
ſee in the frontiſpiece. The houſe, ſays Stowe, as I gueſs, he built 
from the ground, out of the old chapel, which he purchaſed of the king 
at. the diſſolution of monaſteries, where on the ſame ground he had ſeve- 
ral other tenements, and after ward purchaſed ſeveral leaſes of the dean 
and chapter of St. Paul's.

He was the firſt, who had. a patent for being printer to the king in 
Latin, Greek and Hebrew; by which he was authorized to be his book- 
ſeller and ſtationer, and to print and publiſh all forts of books in the ſaid 
languages, as alſo Greek and Latin grammars, although mixed with Eng- 
liſh ; and likewiſe charts, maps, and ſuch other things, which might be 
at any time uſeful and neceſſary. And he was permitted to exerciſe this 
office either. himſelf, or by ſufficient deputies, and to enjoy an annuity of 
| twenty fix ſhillings and eight pence, beſides all other profits and advan- 
| | tages belonging to his office during life. And all other . bookſellers and 
printers were forbid to ſell or print any books printed by him, at his 
own: charge, or in his name, on pain of forſeiting their books, &c.

JOHN DAY, DAYE, or DAIE, 


L As born in St. Peter's pariſh, Dunwich, in Suffolk, to which he 
VV leſt a gift; as appears by the papers of the late Tho. Martin, Eſq; 
of Paulſgrave, from Mr. Le Neve. He is ſuppoſed to have been de- 
ſcended from a good family, buried at Bradley-Parva, in that county. 
He bore for his arms, 'ermin, on a feſs indented, two eaglets diſplayed; 
his creſt, out of a ducal coronet, a demi eagle with wings expanded, 

ermin. He firſt began printing a little above Holborn conduit; and 
about 1549 removed into Alderſgate, where he, printed, and, for his 
greater convenience, according to Stow, built much on the wall of the 
city, towards St. Ann's church; he kept alſo, at the ſame time, ſeveral 
ſhops in different parts of the town, where his books were ſold. He 
= had a licence in September, 1552, to print the Catechiſm, which 
K. Edw. vi. had cauſed to be ſet forth, both in Latin and in Eng- 
-Jiſh ; but as Raynold Wolfe had a former privilege for all Latin books, 
he ſeems to have applied for redreſs ; accordingly, among Cecil's papers, 
; publiſhed by the Rev. Mr. Hains in 1740, p. 128, is this memorandum: 
© Item, that were one Day hath a priviledge for the catechiſme, and 
one Reyne Wolfe, who hath a former priviledge for Latyn books, they 
may joyne in printing of the ſayd catechiſme.” However, it appears to 
have been determined that Wolfe ſhould print it in Latin, and Day in 
Engliſh; for thus we. find it printed; and Day in another licence, dated 

25 Mareh, 1553, had privilege to print it only in Engliſh, with a brief 
of an a Bc, thereunto annexed: Alſo, for the printing and R 0 
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ſuch works and books, deviſed and compiled by John (Ponet) now 
biſhop of Winton, or by Tho. Beacon, profeſſor of divinity; ſo that 
no ſuch book,—be in any wiſe repugnant to the holy ſcriptures, or pro- 
ceedings in religion, and the laws of the realm. 

It looks as if he forbore printing during the reign of queen Mary, and 
employed his time in bringing the art to greater perfection, as appears by 
his works printed afterwards. He was the firſt among us who printed in 


the Saxon letter; and brought that of the Greek to great perfection, as 
well as the Italic, and other characters, of which he had great variety; 


together with whatever tended to the uſefulneſs and beauty of his works. 
Archbiſhop Parker had a particular kindneſs for him, being more inge- 
nous and induſtrious· in his art than the reſt of his fraternity; and employed 
him in printing the Eccleſiaſtical Orders, and Injunctions. Soon after 
Cartwright's Admonition to the parliament came abroad, great ſearch was 


made for the printers of it. They found, and examined them; among the 
reſt one Aſplin,“ who was ſuffered again to go abroad, and was taken into 


Day's houſe to ſervice; but whom this fellow attempted to aſſaſſinate, with 
tis wife, and ſome others of the family.“ Day was one of the original 
members of the Stationers' company, but from whom he learned the art of 
printing does not clearly appear; probably it might be Tho, Gibſon, 
printer, &c. of whom ſee p. 490. This is inferred from a ſingular de- 
vice of Gibſon's, which Day altered, and uſed frequently afterwards. 


At his firſt ſetting out in buſineſs, he printed moſtly in conjuction with 


William Seres, but rarely after 1550; however he does not appear to have 
had connections in trade with any others. He was the firſt perſon admitted 
into the livery after the company's charter from Phil. and Mary; was cho- 
fen warden in the years 1564, 1566, 1571, and 1575; maſter in 1580. 
The 8th January, 1583, he yielded up to the diſpoſal of the company, 
for. the relief of their poor, his right to certain books and-copies, as ſpe- 
cified in our General account, under that year. | 


He died 23d July, 1584, having followed the buſineſs of a printer 


about forty years. He was buried in the pariſh church of Bradley-Parva, . 


in the county of Suffolk, where, againſt the north-wall of the chancel, is 
a ſtone table fixed to his memory, on which is inlaid in braſs the effigies 
of a man and woman, kneeling againſt a table, before which are two chil- 
dren in ſwadling cloths, and behind the man, ſix ſons, and behind the 
woman, five daughters, all kneeling, On the top of the ſtone are three 
eſchutcheons on braſs plates, under which is cut in capital letters, MIHs 
VITA CHRISTVSs, Under the two effigies of Day and his wife are the fol- 
lowing verſes, cut in the old Engliſh letter : |

ON of John Day, the. famous Printer aforementioned, was a ſcholar, 
and elected from Eton in the year 1571; became M. A. and fellow 
of King's College, Cambridge; and afterwards ſupplied the place of 
miniſter, at Ryegate, in Surrey, in the room of Mr. John Fox.!“ He was 
free of the Stationers' company, probably by his father's copy; and was 
called on the lixery 3oth June, 1578; but i do not find him ſerving any 
office. He takes an apprentice in June, 1580, but in July, 1581, the 
ſame is rebound to Garret Dewce, for nine years. He wrote ſome 
Latin verſes, .Contra papiſtas incendiarios, in Fox's Martyrology, 1576: 
but i do not find them in any other edition of that book. He tranſlated 
Fox's De Chriſto triumphante Comcaedia, to which he wrote a preface, and 
two dedications : one in the edition, 1579, to Mr, William Kyllegrewe ; 
the other in the edition, 1607, to William lord Howard, of Effingham, 
eldeſt ſon and heir of Charles earl of Nottingham, Lord Steward, and 
Lord High Admiral of England ; at the end of which he ſigns his name, 
« Rich: D'Aije.“ He wrote alſo, A preface and concluſion to The 
teſtaments of the xii. patriarchs ; of which, according to Mr. Ames, he 
was eſteemed the tranſlator, but the title ſays, engliſned by A. G.“ 
Alſo a ſhort Latin preface to P. Baro's treatiſes De Fide, &c. And 
probably was the author of ſome other like performances. As a printer, 
he juſtly merits the honour of attempting a general reform in the diſtinct 
uſe of the letters j and i, v and u; which he obſerved in P. Baro's trea- 
tiſes De Fide, &c. He had an excluſive priviledge, jointly with his 
father, during their lives, and that of the longer liver, to print the Pſalms 
of David in metre, &c. 26 Aug. 19 Eliz. He ſeems to have carried on 
the printing buſineſs in his father's houſe at Alderſgate, and kept ſhop at 
the weſt-end of St. Paul's church-yard, at the ſign of the three lilies on 
one ſtalk, in the midſt of thorns, according to his device, with this motto, 
S1CvT LILIVM INTER SPINAS. As i find no book indicating its being printed 
by him after 1581, in which year he parted with his apprentice, conclude 


he then left off the printing buſineſs, and aſſigned his patent copies

TAS a member of the Stationers*' Company, and appears to have 
Y ſtood in need of their indulgence ; but when, or in what manner 
he became free, i do not find, as the clerk's book containing thoſe arti- 
cles, from 1571 to 1576, is miſſing. He was beadle of the Company, 
but i find no entry of his admittance. The firſt thing i have noticed of 
him, is preſenting an apprentice in November 1579, whom he made 
free a little before his deceaſe. In June, 1580, he had his falary raiſed 
ſrom xl. s. to vi. I. In July, 1582, he had granted to him, by the Court 
of Aſſiſtants, the copy of © A Paradyce of Daintie Deviſes,” which had 
pertained to Henry Diſley, or Diſle. Alſo in April, 1584, he had 
granted to him another copy of Hen. Diſley's, called “ The widowes 
treaſorer,” with this proviſo, that he ſhould not alienate the ſaid copy 
without leave of the Court; and that“ Ro. Walgrave” ſhould print it for 
him. „ The book concerneth phiſicke & chirurgerye.“ In Dec, 1 586,
